Chilpancingo, Mex., April 16.—This 
city has been completely destroyed by 
one of the most furious earthquakes 
that has ever visited this section. T he 
know’n dead number 
eleven and the 
badly injured 
twenty-seven. 
Among 
the dead is the wife of Postal Inspec­ 
tor lASopoldo 
Lopez Guerra 
and the 
child of Jose Aleman, the postm aster 
of the city. Jose Popez Martinez, m an­ 
ager of the federal 
telegraph office, 
was struck on the head by a block of 
stone and badly injured. 
The utmost 
panic prevails everywhere and people 
are fleeing to the open country. 
The 
earth continues to rock at half hour 
Intervals, and many minor shocks are 
completing the work of destruction of 
the Ai st earthquake. 
The 
telegraph operators 
have In­ 
stalled temporary quarters In an open 
oquare arid are working with the sky 
X>r a roof. 
Word has 
reached here 
that the 
town of Chilapa, forty-two kilometers 
to the northeastward, has also been 
destroyed. 
As 
yet no 
details have 
bren received. 
Thi« city is the capital of the state 
of Guerro 
and four 
years ago 
was 
visited bv an earthquake that killed 
and wounded many of its in hab itan ts 
and 
destroyed a 
large part 
of th e 
town. 
T he population of the city of 
Chilapa is 15,000 and that place is the 
home of th e bishop 
of the Catholic 
church. 
Vo word has been received 
from th e b ish o p ’s palace, and it is not 
known w h e th e r or not he was a vic­ 
tim of t h e shock. 
Midway between the cities of ChU- 
pnncingo and Chilapa is located the

Unconfirmed Report of Heavy Loss of 
Life. 
City 
of 
Mexico, 
April 
16.-—Word 
from tho cen ter of tho great d e stru c ­ 
tion of the earth q u ak e of Sunday night 
was first given to this capital by the 
Associated P ress after repeated trials 
to establish communication with tho 
stricken districts. 
As yet wires to the 
section a re 
working badly 
and no 
exact e stim a te of the num ber of the 
dead has 
been received. 
It 
is be­ 
lieved, however, that the total death 
list will he large. 
There were 
no deaths 
in Mexico 
City and beyond damaged plaster ana 
cracked and fallen walls the property 
loss will he insignificant. 
From m essages received at the tele­ 
graph office here up to noon it appears 
that the entire southern half of the 
republic, including the lower country 
and the ‘M esa” belt, felt the shock. 
M essages from as far north as San 
Luis Potosi and as far south as the 
city of San Juan Bautista, in the state 
of Tabasco, report feeling the shock 
In varying degrees. 
But at no place 
up to date has a loss of life or great 
destruction of property been reported 
excepting the state of Guerro. 
From these intelligences it would 
seem that the last earth tremble was 
greater In extent than any that has 
preceded It during the past half cen­ 
tury. 
The boundary line of the north­ 
ern zone of the present earthquake 
shock according to reports received up 
to this tim e show It extended across 
the country in a northwesterly direc­ 
tion for a distance of over 400 miles 
and that the southern extent of the 
shock covered a distance of over 600 
miles m aking In all 24,000 square milos 
of territory affected by the last shock. 
The 
‘‘Banco 
Naclonal” 
(National 
bank of Mexico) has received a tele­ 
gram saying that 500 lives were lost 
In the destruction of Chilpancingo and 
Ohilftpa., The 
telegram 
adds 
that 
both cities were destroyed. 
Tn gov­ 
ernmental circles 
the report 
is not 
credited. 
Tt 
Is admitted that 
both 
cities were levelled to the ground but 
Vt is net thought that tho death list 
will even approximate 500. owing to 
the fact that the houses are massive 
affairs built of stone In order to resist 
earthquake Chocks. 
All communication

coast has been cut off since the mo­ 
ment of the first big shock, and It Is 
not known to what extent that region 
Buffered. 
Poth tho volcanoes 
of Colima and 
.Torn I lo are In Ibis region and the peo­ 
ple fear that the recent eruption of 
the earth may c a u s e these mountains 
to becom e more active and to destroy 
much property and many lives.

AN ASSIZE OF BREAD. 


M o b ile ’s R e g u la tio n of B akerie s E a rly 


In the L a s t C e n tu ry . 
In the latter half of the seventeenth 
and the early part of the eighteenth 
centuries the regulation of the price of 
bread by public authority was a famil­ 
iar principle in the English colonies of 
America. In Now Unveil, for instance. 
the weight of the penny loaf was regu­ 
lated by law about I O'JO, and in I < MHI 
tin* Massachusetts gent rid court a1- • 
provided a regu tr assize, fixing tho 
weight of the loaf according to tho 
price of Hour. 
Al various t Hies dur­ 
ing the first quarter of tin* eighteenth 
century the selectmen of Boston like­ 
wise performed this duty. 
It is interesting, however, to note a 
survival or perhaps a revival of this 
principle as late as the nineteenth cen­ 
tury in the town Of Mobile, a place 
whose econom ic history is marked by 
many peculiar features. 
After fifty- 
two years of French, seventeen years 
of English and thirty three years of 
Spanish rule Mobile came under the 
control of the United States govern­ 
ment in April, 1813, and was included 
in Bio Mississippi territory. 
On Jan. 
20. 1814, by an act of the territorial 
legislature the town received a charter 
of incorporation, and at two meetings 
of the inhabitants, on M ardi ll and 
14, the municipal government was or­ 
ganized and the charter publicly read 
in English and in French. The popula­ 
tion at this time was composed of 
French, English and Irish elements, 
On April 4 following, three weeks after 
the organization of the municipal gov­ 
ernment. a "tariff for bakers,’* or as­ 
size of bread, was drawn up by tile 
commissioners (the g warning body of 
tho town) and proclaimed in English 
and in French. This fixed the weight 
of the loaf for the ensuing month in 
accordance with the price of Hour. In­ 
stead of changing tile price of bread 
it was more convell: int to make the 
loaves lighter or heavier us tin* price of 
ti mr rose or fell. Du May 2, 1814, the 
weight ut the Lit loaf (the hit being a 
coin worth 12Va cents) was fixed at 
twenty-eight ounces, and the weight of 
the half bit loaf was fixed at fourteen 
ounces. 
Un July 8, 1815, Mr. Martin, the bak­ 
er. appeared before tile board and paid 
the sum of 810, a fine Inflicted on bim 
for having his bread too light, one-half 
of which sum was paid to the police 
officer. 
On Jan. 24, 1817, a regular 
scab' of weights for the bit loaf was 
adopted. 
Beginning May 3, 1817, the assize of 
bread was proclaimed weekly instead 
of monthly, as before, and this system 
was continued for a little more than 
two years. 
The records do not show 
that the assize was proclaimed after 
1819, but the town continued to exer­ 
cise a control over the business of bak­ 
ing. 
Every baker was required to 
procure a license and to register his 
trademark, which was stamped on his 
loaves. 
A public bakehouse was also 
established and seems to have been 
managed In the same way that munici­ 
palities control public markets, the 
bakers renting the stalls from the town 
and tieing subject to Inspection. 
As 
late as 1820 In the annual statem ent of 
the city clerk the following entry oc­ 
curs in the statem ent of receipts dur­ 
ing the year: “Sales of condemned 
bread, $1.87.”—Quarterly Journal of 
Economics.

It is the only one of the big 
cities that has never had an interna 
tic aal exhibition, and it prop©- 
rn 
celebrate the climax of the W ar of 
1812 and the birth of “The Star Span 
gled Banner" by an exposition on its 
w ater front in 1914. The suggestion is 
made by tho Baltimore American, In 
which “The Star Spangled Banner” 
was published from Key’s manuscript. 
General Felix Agnus, the editor and 
publisher of the American, has enlisted 
the interest of the city and state in tho 
proposition. The city council of Balti­ 
more has taken steps toward organiza­ 
tion, and Governor Warfield has prom 
ised his co-operation. General Agnus 
calls it “the banner exposition of the 
banner century.” 
The following is 
from the announcement of the enter 
prise: 
“The year 1814 was momentous In 
American history The w ar that bet an 
in 1812 reached its climax. 
If the Brit­ 
ish had succeeded In capturing Haiti 
more there is no telling how far the 
struggle would have gone or w hat the 
result might have been in America. 
But our people, with a gallantry that 
history has not sufficiently recognized, 
repulsed the enemy, and out of that 
splendid victory came ‘The Star Span 
gled Banner,’ the lyric that will be 
sung as long os America endures. 
“Benjamin Franklin said th a t the 
W ar of the Revolution needed to be 
supplemented by a w ar for Independ­ 
ence. The W ar of 1812 brought the 
new states together and, in the words 
of Dr. Woodrow Wilson, ‘made the 
country quick with the spirit of na­ 
tionality.’ 
In that w ar the United 
States regained its self respect It or 
ganized for national action. 
From it 
we date the long list of splendid deeds 
which have made the United States 
the wonder of history and the richest 
and most powerful people on earth. 
We have heard much of late about 
‘world politics.’ 
It Is no recent role, 
for the United States Issued from the 
W ar of 1812 ‘united ami self centered 
against tho world.’ 
“So the one hundredth anniversary 
of the birth of ‘The Star Spangled 
Banner’ will give to us fur celebration 
and display the century which has 
contributed more of hnman advance 
ment than all that went before. Prac­ 
tically every Invention, every step of 
industry, every big fact in transjiorta- 
tion and communication, will come 
within this hundred years. Tile year 
itself will afford some striking anniver­ 
saries.

Our Chesapeake commerce, now 
the largest of any body of w ater in 
America and far exceeding our total 
foreign trade, will be vastly increased, 
We shall have sufficient w ater for the 
naval monsters of the nations. So it 
seems that the ideal location will he 
on the Chesapeake bay, near the mouth 
of the I’atapsco river. There will be 
easy access not only by Doits from our 
new docks, but by express service up­ 
on our railways. 
The north and the 
south will meet in happy rivalry, aud 
the great west will send Its thousands 
to see an exposition that will lie as 
much of an advance on the Jam estown 
enterprise as that is upon previous 
projects. 
“There can be no question whatever 
as ti) M aryland’s right to appropriate 
this great anniversary.

“Tile owner of the land,” said Ford, 
“realizes that the citizens of the county 
will be hard pressed for money In the 
establishment of the county govern­ 
ment and that some kind of assistance 
will be necessary to give the county a 
good start. 
Miller has given five lots 
in each block and an entire block to 
the county. 
On tiffs single block will 
lie built county buildings. 
The lots 
may be sold by the county or retained 
p erp e tu ally for rental purposes, the 
incom e to in* used for running the 
county government,” 
But it is in another way th at the 
town of Buffalo will be experimental.

The most widely published and best 
known photograph In existence Is said 
to be that of President Roosevelt tak ­ 
ing a fence on his favorite hunter, says 
the New York Sun. 
This has been 
printed in almost every paper and mag­ 
azine In the world which uses half 
tones, and the sales from it have al­ 
ready amounted to more than $40,000, 
making it the most profitable photo­ 
graph ever taken. 
Nearly 3,000 copies have been signed 
by the president to be used as special 
gifts, and the dem and for it wherever 
it has been placed on sale has been 
steady during the three and a half 
years since it was made. 
It was made with a shutter that 
opened and closed In one fifteen-hun­ 
dredth part of a second. The president, 
accompanied by an orderly, left the 
cabinet meeting one morning and join­ 
t'd the photographer at Chevy Chase In 
tho suburbs of Washington. 
It was 
necessary for the president to force his 
horse over the fence a dozen times be­ 
fore a successful picture was taken. 
President Roosevelt is probably Hie 
most photographed man in the world, 
with tin* possible exception of Emperor 
William, and photographers assert un­ 
reservedly that Ii*' is most difficult to 
pose. 
Ho is nervous and is often 
snapped In w hat might seem a hit or 
miss style, but every picture ever taken 
of him is thoroughly characteristic.
